OF MISS KATIE HELMKE.

Miss Helmke Is a Teacher at the In- 
stitute for the Blind and Has Been 


Sightless Since Childhood. 


St. Louls has a blind bicycle girl. 

Though deprived of sight since infancy 
ehe has mastered the wheel and rides it 
gracefully. 

She takes daily spins on the boulevard 
and mingles with the throng of wheelmen 
and wheelwomen at Forest Park, yet few 
of the hundreds who see her every day are 
aware of her affliction. 

She is fair of face, wears a natty costume 
with short skirt and leggins, and is as at- 
tractive a figure as many of her more 
fortunate sisters. 

The young lady is Miss Kate Helmké, an 
instructor at the Missouri Institute for the 
blind at Nineteenth and Morgan. 

Miss Helmke’s life has been one con- 
tinued struggle against difficulties. She has 
overcome obstacle after obstacle and is 
proud of her mastery of the wheel, which 
she regards as her highest achievement. 

She entered the school as a pupil eighteen 
years ago and has been a teacher there for 
elght years. 

She has always been fond of athletics, 
and while a pupil was ‘a leader in the 
gymnasium classes. 

Two years ago the bicycle fad struck the 
Blind Asylum. Dr. John T. Sibley, the 
Superintendent, is President of the Century 
Club, and holds the Century record for 
Missourl. Every member of his family rides 
and there are altogether fifteen bicyclists at 
the institution. 

When all the seeing attaches of the 
school took to the bicycle. Miss Helmke 
etartied Dr. Sibley by announcing that she 
was going to learn to ride. 


The Superintendent thought she was jok- 
ing. Two days later a man delivered a 
tandem at the institution for Miss Helmke. 
Bhe had slipped out with a friend and 
bought it without the knowledge of any 
one at the school. Miss Helmke had “‘ex- 
amined” the bicycles belonging to Dr. Sibley 
and his family. 

Her wonderfully sensitive fingers had 
traveled over every inch of the machines 
and she had a good idea of the general ap- 
pearance of a wheel. 

She was impatient to learn to ride but she 
confined her efforts at first to mastering her 
new tandem. She learned to take her place 
in the rear seat behind Dr. Sibley and after 
a week's practice in the gymnasium she had 
progressed so far as to venture on the 


street, 
A month later she made the county tour 


to Creve Coeur Lake with the Century Club. 

She soon tired of the tandem as being 
“too easy” and became impatient to learn to 
ride a single. 

Dr. Sibley hesitated before giving his con- 
sent, but Miss Helmke was so persistent 
that he loaned her a wheel and gave her per- 
mission to practice in the gymnasium. 

Any girl with the full use of her sight wi!!! 
appreciate the difficulties which this sight- 
less, but ambitious little woman had to con- 
tend with. 

At her first trial she was accompanied by 
an attendant. 

At first it was slow work, as she had 
nothing but her sense of touch to ap- 
prise her of the location of the handle 
bars, pedala and saddle. 

In a week she was able to ride without 
an attendant. Her training in the gym- 
nastum had given her a good idea of its 
dimensions and she soon learned to ride 
around the hall unattended. 

- She then practiced in the yard, following 
the narrow circular walk with absolute 
precision. 

For some time ehe has been making daily 
trips to Forest Park. She ig always ac- 
companted by Dr. Sibley or one of the 
male teachers. Though she cannot see she 
knows half a dozen routes to Forest Park, 
Her attendant rides at her side and guides 
her with his voice. Once on the boulevard 
she rides straight ahead withen: guidance, 
often reaching the park ahead of her com- 
panion. 

Dr. Gilbey considers Miss 
achievement wonderful. 

“But then,” he said, “she is a wonderful 
girl. Not one blind person in a thousand 
could do what she has done. She came here 
without a knowledge of one word of En- 
glish. To-day she is a splendia literary 
scholar, the best, in fact, ever turned out 
by the school. Besides teaching, she reads 
proofs of the text books published here in 
the Braille characters. She rides as well as 
any one in the school and I sometimes 
think she could ride alone with perfect 
safety. Her attendant does not control or 
guide her wheel in any way. She never 
misees her daily spin. 

“When she cannot go to Forest Park she 
rides ten miles in the yard. She has o cy- 
clometer with raised figures and takes 
Sreat pride in the fact that she has ridden 
nearly 1,500 miles since she mastered the 
wheel.”

CUSTOMS VAGARIES. 


Wonderful Experience of Chinese With 
a $7 Package of Tea. 


Spectal to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 20.—The Kong Ching 
Chong Co. of No 2 Mott street is one of 
the biggest importers of Chinese food sup- 
plies in. New York. It is now pondering 
over the vagaries and red tape of our cus- 
toms service. An agent sent 1,535 packages 
of medicated tca, invoiced at about $7. The 
customs appraisers determined it must pay 


35 per cent ad valorem and also advanced 
the value 1,000 per cent above invoice price. 
This had the effect of declaring the original 
invoice an undervaluation with the penalty 
of 2 per cent on each 1 per cent underval- 
uation, bringing the penalty to about $700. 

An appeal was taken and lost under a 
decision that advanced the value of the 
tea 10,00 per cent and with it penalties of 
20,000 per cent. At this stage of the game 
the company stood Liable for $156,625 on ac- 
count of that $700 worth of tea. 

A higher appeal was iaken and fo the 
everlasting joy of the Chinese they won, 
and the tea has been admitted at the orig- 
inal valuation of $7.

GIBSON, I. T., April 20.—Ike 

Rogers, the man who captured Crawford 
Goldsby, alias Cherokee Bill, came in on 
the 10:30 train this morning and had ionly 
hit the platform when he was shot by 
Clarence Goldsby, a brother of Cherokee 
Bill. 

Rogers lived. at Nowata, about seventy- 
five miles west of here, and knew that 
Cherokee Bill's brother was only waiting 
for an opportunity to kill him. Not less than 
200 people were on the depot platform when 
the shooting occurred. 

The first ball took effect in Rogers’ body. 
Then the people crowded away and Goldsby 
fired three shots from a .six-shooter into 
Rogers’ head. Then he picked up Rogers’ 
Winchester rifle, which had fallen between 
the platform and railroad track, and ran 
under the car on the other side. There 
about fifty shots were exchanged, only ons 
Stray ball taking effect, it striking a col- 
ored man in the face, inflicting a painful 
but not necessarily fatal wound.

He leaned through the 
aperture head foremost until he lost his 
balance, then he plunged downward and 
crushed out his miserable life. 

His head struck the brick walk fifty feet 
below, cracking open his skull and breaking 
his neck, 

While he lay in his death agony his wife 
returned to his room with the pork chops. 

She realized instantly that her husband 
had left his bed to kill himself. Arousing 
her son, Robert, who was sleeping on the 
first floor, they looked frantically about for 
the missing man. 

Robert went into the yard and returned 
in a few moments crying, “Papa is lying 
dead in the alleyway.” 

Deiters had dropped from the attic win- 
dow and between the dead walls of two 
houses he lay across the common side en- 
trance in a pool of blood. His son assisted 
by neighbors whom Mrs. Deiters’ screams 
had attracted, carried the body into the 
house. Dr. Wilson was summoned and pro- 
nounced the man dead. 

Mr. Deliters was a prosperous grocer and 
saloonkeeper at Twentieth and Salisbury 
until six years ago, when blindness and con- 


sumption came upon him. Six months ago he 


fell over a chair and broke his leg. The new 


misfortune so distressed him that he wanted 


to dle and repeatedly cut thé bandages 
from his limb.

FIGHT WITH OUTLAWS 


Five Mexican Soldiers Tackled a Gang 
of Ruffians, Killed One and 
Caught a Bullet.

A citizen immediately set out for Santa 


Cruz, some miles distant, to notify the au- 
thorities of the outlaws’ appearance in 
Sonora. On hearing the news the Presi- 
dent ee ogee five soldiers to capture 
them. e soldiers arrived at Lochiel in 
the evening and they immediately went 
to an adobe hut where the men were, The 
soldiers requested them to surrender, where- 
upon the bandits all drew guns and com- 
menced to fire, retreating through the back 
door. In the encounter which ensued over 


-eighty shots were exchanged, and resulted 


in the killing of one bandit and the wound- 
ing of a soldier. After the ammunition had 
given out the desperadoes returned to the 
Arizona side, taking their dead companion 
with them, and the soldiers were com- 
pelled to return to Santa Cruz empty-hand- 
ed.

RENEWED FIGHTING. 


Turks and Greeks Again Engaged in 
the Milouna Pass. 


ATHENS, April 20.—There was renewed 
fighting between the Turks and Greeks in 
the Milouna Pass yesterday. It was of the 
most severe description, but full de- 
tails are not obtainable here. The firing 
ceased at 5 o’clock yesterday evening. The 
total Greek loss in the various engagements 
in the Milouna Pass is estimated here at 
1,000 killed and wounded. Over 200 wounded 
soldiers and officers of the Greek army 
have arrived at Larissa, Tyrnavo and Volo. 
The losses of the Turks are declared to be 
Much greater than those of the Greeks. 

Prince Constantine has returned to Laris- 
sa from Gritzovah, where he _ witnessed 
some sever® fighting. The Greek reverse at 
that place was due to the fact that Gen. 
Mastropas, who is in command of the Greek 
artillery, misunderstood Prince Constan- 
tine’s orders and ordered a retreat of the 
Greek forces. The Turks thereupon ad- 
vanced and soon occupied Gritzovali, pur- 
suing the retreating Greeks and wounding 
200 of them. Gen. Mastropas’ brigade later 
rallied and made a stand. In the mean- 
time Prince Constantine hurried reinforce- 
ments forward to the assistance of Gen. 
Mastropas, and Gen. Smolentz, formerly 
Greek Minister of War, succeded in forcing 
the enemy back. Prince Constantine has 
reverely censured Gen, Mastropas for his | 
blunder. 

A dispatch received here from Cairo, 
egypt, says that at the request of the 
Turkish Government the Egyptian Govern- 
ment has handed the Greek diplomato 
agent, M. J. Gryparis, his passports and has 
ordered all Greeks to leave Egypt within 
a fortnight.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 20.—At pres- 
ent the Turkish commander-in-chief, Ed- 
hem Pasha, has at his back one of the 
ablest strategists in all Europe in the per- 
son of Lieut.-Gen. Baron Comar Von der 
Goltz, a German officer “lent’’ to Turkey 
by Emperor William. This officer is said to 
unite in himself all the qualities of a schol- 
ar and an experienced soldier. He partici- 
ae in the war with Denmark, in the 
“ranco-Prussian war and in the Austro- 
Prussian war, and in addition he is the au- 
thor of three military books that are re- 
garded almost as text-books in the service. 
It is reported here that Baron Von der Goltz 
is really the author of the plan of campaign 
under which the Turkish army is now 
fighting.

NEW ORLEANS. La., April 20.—The river 
is 18.9 feet above low water mark this morn- 
ing, and the feeling of tineas!iness has no- 
where subsided. The fine weather has given 
ample opportunity to make hard work an 
outlet for the general excitement, and 
thousands of men are at work in the city 
and country. Besides the constant strength- 
ening of the banks, many armed men patrol 
the levees at night to prevent their being 
cut, 

With three breaks in Loulsiana added to 
those in Mississippi, the situation should be 
somewhat relieved, but the crest of the flood 
wave has been lost somewhere, and fears 
will not allay until the gauges show a de- 
cline of at least two feet. 


VICKSBURG, Miss., April 20.—The United 


Reid levee, one and a half miles below the 
Biggs break. At 3 p. m. Monday the break 
was 300 feet wide and not widening fast, the 
water behind the levee from the Biggs 
break prevented it going through with any 
great velocity. The condition is slightly 
improved along the upper portion of the 
line and only a small force is at work main- 
taining and protecting work already done. 
There has been a fail of two-tenths from 
Goodrich, in East Carroll Parish, to this 
point. The water from the Reid break joins 
that from the Biggs levee and will only add 
to the volume of water going out. 


NATCHEZ, Miss., April 2%.—The first 
break on the Concordia Parish front oc- 
curred when the Glasscock levee gave way. 
The catastrophe was not unexpected and 
its disastrous effects were in a measure dis- 
eounted by reason of all the stock and 
other perishable property having been pre- 
viously removed. The water from this 
break will inundate the lower part of the 
parish, from Morville down to Brabston, 
covering a number of fine plantations, but 
it Wag expected that most of this section 
would go under anyhow from the overflow 
that will take place in the Black River 
from the Biggs crevasse below Delta. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 20.—Weather 
Observer Connor’s prediction of a fall in 
the Missouri was verified, the river having 
receded one-tenth of a foot since yesterday. 
This morning the Government gauge regis- 
tered 22, and all indications point to a 
further fall from now on. High winds dur- 
ing the night brought the mark to 22.6, but 
there was, in fact, no additional volume of 
water.

FOSTER’S POWERS. 


Made Special Ambassador to Negoti- 
ate a Seal Treaty.

KING OF THE CHALDEANS. 


The Oriental and Greek Scholar Who 
Was Once in a California 
Insane Asylum. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., April ®.—The 
strangeness of truth has often been com- 
mented upon as exceeding the most fanci- 
ful flights of fiction. An illustration of this 
is furnished in the career of John Joseph 
Nouri, who has been crowned Patriarch at 
the Chaldean Pontifical Cathedral at 
Trichur, Malalar, and is ruler over Syrian 
“haldeans. Four years ago he was com- 
mitted by Judge Walter H. Levy to the 
asylum for the insane at Napa, and there 
he remained until September, 1893, when, by 
the efforts of M. M. Foote, President of 
the California Association for the Protec- 
tion of Persons, he was restored to lib- 
erty. 

The Rev. Chalmers Easton, formerly a 
Presbyterian minister in this city, now of 
Washington, D. C., is credited with having 
learned the facts in a letter from the Rev. 
John H. Barrows of Chicago, who is at 
present traveling in Irntila. 

On June 23, 1892, there arrived in this 
city from India a man who, by his dress, 
his manner and his speech was easily rec- 
ognized as an Oriental religious student. 
Not less remarkable than his appearance 
Was the story he told. He claimed to 
have discovered the remains of Noah’s ark 
on the summit of Mt. Ararat. 

When released from the asylum Nouri 
claimed to have been robbed of four medals 
studded with diamonds, valued at $2,500, the 
gift of the Chaldean Greek Church. 

Dr. Chalmers Easton believed in him and 
helped him in his journey eastward. Later 
on he displayed his knowledge of Greek, 
and in Washington, D. C., at the Smith- 
sonian Institution translated the hiero- 
glyphics on some tablets there with sur- 
prising ease. Intent on making his journey 
around the world, he traveled on to London, 
and from there came, in May, 1894, the story 
that he intended to sue the United States 
Government for $5,000,000 damage for ill’ 
treatment while on his sojourn here. Now 
comes the climax to the story in the letter 
from Rev. John H. Barrows, declaring that 
John Joseph Nouri, the deposed King of 
the Chaldeans, has been restored, that his 
claims have beeh recognized and that the 
man who was booked as “unkempt and with 
the lack luster eyes of a lunatic” is living in 
eplendor in a regal palace in Trichur.

Driven out from their couches, the suffer- 
ers hufddied in the middle of the room and 


cried in vain for mercy. The Spaniards 

answered these cries with insults, macheted 

some and thrust their bayonets into the bod- 

ies of the others. Some of the invalids 
—— desperately, but were cruelly butch- 
red, 

The most terrible incident was the murder 
of Dona Maria, an aged woman who was 
nursing the invalids. She kneeled on the 
ground ane Eres in the mjdst of the hor- 

rible scene. While she was kneeling thus her 
' head was cut open by a machete and near 
'her, Anna Varona, a younger woman and 
| the assistant of Dona Maria, was killed also. 
|; One of the three men who escaped says: 

“My own escape was miraculous. I hid 
myself under a stretcher which was near one 
of the doors of the hospital. Upon the 
stretcher six or seven Cubans were killed 
and their blood dripped over me. In the 
midst of the massacre I crept unnoticed to 
the door and then to the forest.’’ 

Lieut.-Col. Herrera sent a report to Ha- 
vana that he had obtained a victory over 
the insurgents, and.in La Lucha it is said 
that he dispersed the insurgents and de- 
stroyed an encampment of 100 men, seizing 
clothes and provisions. La Lucha boldly 
announces a murder with consent of the 
censor.

back: ‘‘At last I will gain liberty.’’ 

He never weakened and he astonished his 
| executioners by his coolness. The four exe- 
cutioners were bad marksmen and it was 
necessary for them to fire three volleys.

He is known to have had a roll 
of bills in his pocket on the day of his 
disappearance.

STEALING A CHILD. 


HE IS A JEALOUS HUSBAND. 


His Wife, Matilda, Says He Was Dis- 
guised as a Shoe String 
Peddler, 


Mrs. Matilda Miller says that her hus- 
band, Charles, disguised as a shoe-string 
vender, kidnapped her 3-year-old son, Carl, 
Monday evening from in front of her home, 
1417 North Twelfth street, 

Mrs. Miller applied Tuesday morning for 
a warrant and the police are investigating 
the case. 

“We were married six years ago,” Mrs. 
Miller said, “and three months ago my 
husband quit his work as a painter to re- 
main at home to watch me He was in- 
sanely jealous, and did not even want me 
to speak to the neighbors. He told them I 
was not a fit person to associate with, and 
he teld me the same thing about them. 

“A week ago Thursday we were sued by 
the landlord for $19 rent, and then my hus- 
band’s father, who had been living with 


us, went to Winton Springs to live. 

‘“‘Last Thursday Mr. Miller and myself 
quarreled about his jealousy, and he left 
the house. 

“I did not see him again until Monday. My 
little Carl was playing on the sidewalk in 
front of the house about 5 o’clock in the 
afternoon and I was at the front window up 
Stairs sewing. I heard Carl scream anéd I 
ran to the window and looked out on the 
street. There I saw my husband, disguised 
as a shoe-string vender. I knew him at 
once. He had Carl in his arms and had 
the bundle of shoe strings wrapped around 
him. I ran down stairs as fast as I could, 
but when I got on the sidewalk they were 
gone. Several of the neighbors saw the af- 
fair but it was all done so quickly that none 
could stop him. He ran up the alley, passed 
through the yard of a vacant house and 
boarded a Cass avenue car.” 

Mrs. Miller says there can be no doubt 
that the peddler was her husband. His 
face was concealed behind a heavy black 
beard, his nose was painted red and he 
wore colored glasses. 

She identified him by his figure and by 
the trousers and hat he wore. 

Mrs. Miller was accompanied to the war- 
rant office by Mrs. A. H. Ryan, who lives 
next door to her. Mrs. Ryan says she saw 
the kidnapping and that she was certain the 
man was Miller. There were several other 
small children at play on the sidewalk, but 
the man picked out the Miller child and 
ran away. 

Two boys, each about 12 years old, fol- 
lowed him until he boarded the car. 

Col. Johnson had Mrs. Miller report the 
kidnapping to the police, and a search is 
now being made for Miller. He is sup- 
posed to be in the city..-but in what part 
is not known. Winton Springs will also be 
watched, it being thought that Miller might 
go to his father. He has no other relative.

The proposition is one of, the 
most monstrous ever made in any State, 
but $500,000 has been sent to Springfield 
to buy legislators and the bill has al- 
ready passed the Senate.

ITS CHIEF OBJECT. 

Although it was adroitly disguised for 

a while, it becomes more apparent every 
day that the real purpose of the Dingley 
bill is to substitute the tariff issue for 
the financial issue as the point of contest 
in 1898 and 1900. The Republicans know 
perfectly well that such a Bill of Abomi- 
nations as has been framed by the Ding- 
ley Committee and is now under consid- 
eration in the Senate will not be per- 
mitted to stand. They know that as soon 
as it is placed on the statute books the 
agitation for its repeal or modification 
will begin and that this agitation will 
grow in vigor and volume with every 
month of_its retention. And this is no 
doubt their chief purpose in making the 
bill so offensive to Democrats and to all 
except the most rabid McKinleyites. 
It would have been a comparatively 
easy matter for the Republicans to take 
the tariff issue out of politics by util- 
izing their present opportunity in fram- 
ing a bill along conservative lines such as 
Senator Aldrich has suggested. But the 
masters of the Republican party have no 
desire to see the tariff issue retired, and 
in fact do not intend that it shall be 
retired. If they can use the tariff issue 
to retire the financial issue, they will 
feel immensely relieved. Even if defeat 
is to come to them in 1900, they would 
much rather be defeated on the tariff 
quéstion than on the silver question. A 
victory won by the. Democrats on the 
silver question would be much more far 
reaching in its consequences than a vic- 
tory won by them on the tariff question. 
The effect of the latter would be limited 
in its scope and area. The effect of the 
former would amount to a financial and 
industrial revolution. It would bring up 
for settlement questions even more vital 
than the money question, although 
closely related thereto. 

The substitution of the tariff question 
for the silver question as the dominant 
issue in our politics is the chief object 
of the Dingley bill as passed by the 
House. It is a clever scheme, wort of 
the resourceful politics of the Republican 
leaders. But it cannot succeed. The 
spring elections show that the people are 
not thinking about the tariff or protec- 
tion, although Congress.has been endeav- 
oring to concentrate attention upon it. 
They are thinking about the money 
question, and their attention cannot be 
diverted from it. 
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LAW-BREAKERS REBUKED. 


The United States Supreme Court has 
once more proved that it is not under 
Trust control. It has decided that broker 
Chapman and the Sugar Trust magnates 
and their tools who refused to give testi- 
mony before the Senate Investigating 
committee cannot escape the conse- 
quences of their defiance of the Senate, 
represented by the committee. The sen- 
tence of the lower court to thirty days 
in jail and a fine of $100 for broker Chap- 
man is affirmed and the writs of cer- 
tiorari and habeas corpus denied. 

This will furnish a much needed lesson 
to Havemeyer, Searles and the rest, who 
have been acting as if they were above 
the law, refusing to appear except at 
their own convenience, withholding books 
and documents, and generally treating 
the officers of the Government as if they 
were Trust hirelings or schoolboys. 

And while this subject is uppermost, 
the Post-Dispatch calls attention again 
to the contempt for law that the Indian- 
apolis street car company exhibited.

It is true 
that the successful party pledged itself to 
promote international bimetallism, but it is 
understood now, as it was during the cam- 
paign, that this promise was meant to be 
of service only in keeping free silver Re- 
publicans from going over to the Democrat- 
ic candidate. The smiles of the organs of 
the single gold standard may-not speak 
well for their moral state, but while a 
sense of humor is part of the ordinary hu- 
man make-up, it needs a man deficient in 
seriously.

America wants free silver she must pro- 
cure it at her dwn risk.”

Sir 
Jasper is something of a recluse, something 
of a bookworm and a good deal of a good 
fellow. He has had his romance. The girl 
he loved died and he has accepted himself 
as a confirmed old bachelor, but he has a 
tender regard for all lovers. He keeps the 
young couple hid from the girl's parents 
and decides to help them on their way to 
matrimony. Next morning he sees the girl 
with her anms full of flowers. She charms 
him with her winsome manner. The heart 
which had lain as an insensate clod in his 
bosom for years “found sudden pulse be- 
neath the touch” of ingenuous Dorothy 
Cruikshank. He almost avows his love for 
her, and might have done so but for the 
appearance of her accept lover. The 
young man is jealous and disposed to 
be testy. Sir Jasper pacifies him and 
by a clever strategy brings Captain 
Cruikshank to agree to the wedding of the 
runaways. Then they all go up to London 
on Sir Jasper’s coach to attend the corona- 
tion ceremonies, Sir Jasper gives himself 
up to the charm of Dorothy’s society. Her 
flance develops more jealousy and there is 
a lovers’ quarrel. It is about Dolly’s diary 
which she will not permit her betrothed to 
read. She reads it herself to Sir Jasper 
and it is clear to his mature understanding 
that she is unconsciously interested in him 
to a degree that justifies the fiance’s jeal- 
ousy. He has a sharp struggle with himself, 
then gives up hope and makes peace between 
the lovers. ' The curtain falls, leaving every- 
one happy but Sir Jasper. The last act 
shows the samie room fifty years later. Sir 
Jasper comes in, old and bent. He finds in 
a crevice in the wall the leaf from Dolly’s 
diary that told the involuntary affection 
she felt for him. He reads it, then reviews 
the story of his love. Dolly and her hus- 
band are dead—killed during the Indian 
mutinyall the other characters are dead. 
Sir Jasper Is a very old man, but he carries 
next to his heart the bit of rosemary which 
Dolly gave him with the words ‘‘That’s for 
remembrance.” Sad story, isn’t it? Yet it 
is so lightened by the humor of the lines 
and sweetened by love and unselfishness that 
it is not depressing. Mr. Drew invests Sir 
Jasper with marked nobility of temper, 
and brings out the character charmingly. 
But Miss Adams is the center of tnterest. 
She ig the personification of girlish inno- 
cence, tender-hearted, but thoughtless, and 
Just a Wee bit spoiled—the sort of a maid 
that may develop into any kind of a woman, 
but pretty sure to be kind and good. The 
other members of the company are compe- 
tent. Harry Harwood as Capt. Cruikshank, 
a blustering, old sea dog, who fought with 
Nelson, and Daniel Harkins as Prof. Jog- 
ram, an exacting literary friend of Sir Jas- 
per, each did a clever bit of character 
acting. And Ethel Barrymore! She is a 
“beaut from Butte City.” Slender, graceful, 
star-eyed, glossy-haired and ivory-skinned, 
she was a sufficient excuse for Prof. Jogram 
forgetting her bucolic shortcomings and 
wanting to wed her. Miss Barrymore's role 
is a small one, but she handles it in a man- 
ner that does credit to her lineage. Go and 
see ‘“‘Rosemary.” You will not regret it.

any advance in prices, because the defi- 
clency has been made wp from other 
sources. .

INMATE OF A SOLDIERS’ HOME. 


Bays He Won’t Go Back, and Wants 
to Commit Some Crime Which Will 
Keep Him Locked Up a Year. 


James W. Hitchens applied to Jailer Butch 
Wagner Tuesday morning for information 
es to ways and means of getting into the 
penitentiary for a year. He said he would 
commit any crime on the calendar that 
would get him a one year’s sentence, 

Hitchens did not appear to be a crank 
until he began talking. He is of medium 
heighth, about & years old, with calm blue 
eyes, gray moustache and a finé head of iron 
gray hair. He was well dressed, wore a sty]- 
ish brown fedora hat and a new spring over- 
coat. He presented an air of prosperity and 
his peculiar request, made in the most sol- 
emn manner, and devoid of flourish, stam- 
peded the impassive aJiler. 


“Now, I am thoroughly in earnest,’’ said 
the strange visitor, ‘‘and am here for infor- 


mation. I have credentials to show who 
and what I am. I am an old soldier and 
once an inmate of the Soldiers’ 
Dayton, O. I am off on a ninety-days’ fur- 
Jough and when that expires I do not want 
to return to Dayton. 

“I have just returned from Leavenworth, 
Kan., where I went and tried to enter the 
home. They would not take me in there 
until I had been out of the Dayton home for 
a year. That is the reason why I want to 
get in the pen fora year. I would rather 
die than return to Dayton. I have money, 
but not sufficient to keep for a year. Now, 
if I can just get to the pen for a year, 
when I get out I will have plenty of money, 
as my pension will continue, and I will not 
have to spend any of it. 

“I do not want to go to jail nor to the 
work house. The penitentiary would just 
suit me, I have been there before and 
know how it is. I was in the Indiana 
penitentiary at Fort Wayne for a year and 
a half, many years ago. I just cut a man 
hay a knife and they sent me to the pen 
or it. 

“T served during the entire four years of 
the war with the Sixth Ohio Cavalry, and 
was in many engagements. I was wounded 
only once. A bulet struck me over the e)é. 
It left a lb bad looking wound, but it 
did not affect my brain. I am as sound as 
a dollar. 1 have wealihy relatives in New 
York City and a sister in London, England, 
but I do not want to live there.

They Are Here Because the Masons

of Representatives in the Thirty-ninth 
General Assembly, accompanied by Mrs.

Speaker Farris has often been mentioned 
as a gubernatorial possibility within the 
last half year. Relative to this proposition, 
Mr. Farris said: ‘Il have nothing to say on 
the subject.’”’ It its understood from a 
reliable source, however, that when the 
proper time arrives his friends will start 
a boom for him, and it Is believed that he 
will consent to make the race.

“Whenever an airship ts made it will not 
be in the form of a balloon.

Known From Yankton to New Orleans 
and a Prominent Figure Dur- 
ing the War.

petition, 

The captain died of ‘the grip Monday at 
the home of his youngest daughter, Mrs. 
Louis F. Rinkle, 6110 Easton avenue, after 
an illness of three days. From this resi- 
denoe he will be buried Wednesday after- 
noon. 

Charles W. Blunt was born near Colum. 
bus, O:, in 1820. He was the youngest of 


fourteen children, and when he was 3 years 
old the family moved to Patch Grove, Wis., 
where they were among the first settlers, 
His mother taught the first school opened 
in the Wolverine State. At the age of 1d 
he went to St. Paul and learned the car- 
penter’s trade. Three years later he came 
to St. Louis and was here during both the 
outbreaks of cholera. 

During the first epidemic he worked night 
and day making coffins, and at One time 
had a carpenter shop on one of the river 
In this manner he became ac- 
quainted with pilots and finally drifted into 
river work. 

He was deck-hand, mate, pilot and captain 
all within three years, 

Capt. Blunt married Adeline Dempster of 
Wheeling, W. Va., in 1847. The little home 
in which they were joined in wedlock was 
situated at Eleventh and Morgan, then far 
up town, 

At the outbreak of the war the captain 
owned a steamer and was interested with 
the late Capt. Ben Johnson in another. In 
1861 he built the E. M. Ryland and the Sam 
Graty. As the former was coming from the 
Ohio on her trial trip her boiler burst and 
she sank in midstream. The mate and sev- 
eral roustabouts were drowned, but Capt. 
Rlunt escaped. He then built another 
steamer expressly for carrying troops, and 
as soon as the boat was completed it was 


'ehartered by the Government. 


On the first trip to New Orleans this boat 
carried a regiment commanded by Col. 
Charies Stifel. The steamer was frequent- 
ly under fire on the voyage down, and one 
afternoon the captain lost a finger by a 
rebel bullet. At New Orleans his vessel 
was burned. The other boats in which he 
was interested were destroyed, and at the 
end of the war Capt. Blunt found his en- 
tire fortune swept away. 

For a time he did odd jobs at piloting, 
then, in 1874, he ran .the Carondelet ferry. 
Two years later he went to the Dakotas, 
and for several years navigated the Upper 
Missouri and the Yellowstone. Coming 
south again, he plied for a time on the 
Illinois, then was made captain of the old 
steamer Benton, which plied the Missourt 
waters. 

He did not leave the river until his eye- 
sight began to fail in 1888. During the last 
few years his most intimate friend was 
Col. Charles Stifel, and he frequently visited 
the latter’s residence on St. Louls avenue 
and talked over war days. 

Capt. Blunt’s wife died at the age of 50. 
Three of eight children survive him. They 
are Charlies W. Blunt, a steamboat man of 
Bismarck, N. D.; Mrs. W. H. Pearso

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NO PARTISAN TICKET. 


Uncle Filley Said to Favor a Non-Po- 
litical School Board. 


In the volume of talk concerning the 
election of a new Board of Education in 
accordance with the Civic Federation law, 
it is refreshing to hear the announcement 
that Boss Filley does not approve of a Re- 


publican partisan ticket. It may be that no 
such thought has ever entered the mind of 
the great Cotton Sock leader, because his 
Ways are sometimes past understanding. 

Yet, it is generally reported that ‘de ole 
man” has held several conferences on the 
subject, notably with Prof. C. M..Woodward 
of Washington University, and the rumor 
is current that a decision was reached 
whereby no Filley ticket is to be placed in 
the field. 

Prof. Woodward was asked about School 
Board matters by a Post-Dispatch reporter 
Tuesday. “I have nothing to say,’’ was the 
sharp reply of the professor. 

“It is a fact that you are interested in the 
School Board election is it not?’’ the repor- 
ter asked. 

“*Yes sir, I am deeply interested in the 
election of a School Board, but I don’t want 
to be interviewed on the subject to-day.” 

When further questioned as to what he 
knew of the report that there would be no 
Republican ticket, Prof. Woodward said he 
knew nothing about it. He declined to either 
affirm or deny the report that he had been 
in consultation with Boss Filley. It is gen- 
erally beHeved, however, that the professor 
and the boss are working together in the 

reliminary arrangements, and by Prof. 

Voodward's own statement it is known 
that he is opposed to a partisan ticket. This 
is one statement that he did not hesitate to 
make when questioned by the Post-Dispatch. 

It has been understood all along that the 
Filleyites would have a ticket in the School 
Board election. It is a notorious fact that 
Boss Filley’s followers who happened by ac- 
cident to be seated in the House of Repre- 
sentatives at the session of the recently ad- 
journed Legislature did all they could to de- 
feat the enactment of the Civic Federation 
School Board bijl. They failed, however, 
and the bill is now a law. It would be the 
most natural sequence in the world for Boss 
Filley to spring a School Board ticket of his 
own make, yet with such men as “Prof. 
Woodward protesting against such action it 
is barely possible that the scheme will not 
mature. 

The general public sentiment regardless of 
party, is against the proposition to place u 
partisan ticket in the field, and it is more 
than likely that a non-jartisan ticket com- 
posed of Civic Federation members will be 
named. Prof. Woodward, aside from his con- 
nection with educational interests, is prom|l- 
nent in the ranks of the Civic Federation.

SHALL THE CITY 
LIGHT ITSELF? 


BOARDOF PUBLICIMPROVEMENTS 
IS IN FAVOR OF IT. 


NEW LETTING TO BE MADE. 


Propositions for Lighting the City by 
the Leasing System Will be 
Invited. 


The Lighting Committee of the Board of 
Public Improvements submitted an ordi- 
nance at Tuesday’s meeting of the Board 
providing for receiving propositions for 
lighting the streets by the leasing system. 

The contract will call for the building 
and leasing to the city of electric light 
plants, with the necessary distribution sys- 
tem for lighting the streets, alleys and pub- 


lic places north of Keokuk street. The 
forms of contract, plans and specifications 
and lease, and the manner and terms of 
ayment, shail be prepared and determined 

y the Board of Public Improvements, and 
the option is reserved to the city of pur- 
chasing a part or the whole of the plant 
or piants and the distribution systems at 
the expiration of the lease, on conditions 
and terms to be set forth in the lease. 

Rina system is virtually municipal owner- 
ship. 

At the same time bids will be received for 
lighting the streets and alleys north of 
Keokuk street with electricity and s. 
The proposition which is cheapest and Sent 
will be accepted. 

Members of the board belleve it will be 
of the leasing system. 

The board will prepare plans and speci- 
fications of the plant and equipment. Bids 
will be solicited for their construction on 
ground furnished by the city and for leas- 
ing to the city upon terms and conditions 
dictated by the city. 

The bids will state the annual rental for 
a period of twenty years, which shall be a 
fixed percentage upon the total cost of the 
work, and be paid in annual installments. 

The bids will state the price at which the 
city may purchase the plant at the expira- 
tion of the lease, the price to not exceed 10 
per cent of the total cost, the amounts paid 
annually counting as installments on the 
total cost. 

The work of construction will be carried 
on under the supervision and to the satis- 
faction of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments, 

The city will probably keep the plant in 
repalir. 

A sinking fund will be provided for, out 
of which the annual payments and the final 
purchase price will be paid. 

The financial pian Is the same as that pro- 
posed by the Subway Commission which 
was organized Jan. 3%, 1854, and made its 
report to the Municipal Assembly, June li, 
1834. 

The commission was composed of Robert 
FE, McMath, President of the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements, Albert Arnstein of the 
Council, W. H. O’Brien of the House, and 
W. S. Chaplin, the Mayors’ representative. 

The commission submitted an ordinance 
its recommendations into effect. 
It was introduced, but before it came up 
for passage the Supreme Court decided that 
the city could not go into the conduit busi- 
ness and rent space to the companies. The 
merit and practicability of the plan was not 
questioned. 

President McMath believed the plan was 
a good onethen. He believes so still. 

Water Commissioner Holman, Chairman 
of the Lighting Committee, also approves of 
it. “Some sort of a ownership or 
control is the only way can see out of 
the difficulty,”’ he says. 

“We will arrange things so that the next 
letting will not be a fizzle. The main rea- 
son for the fallure of the companies to 
bid before was the fact that all the com- 
panies are required by ordinance to pay to 
the city 6 per cent of their gross earnings. 
The Laclede Gas Co. is fighting this pay- 
ment in the United States Supreme Court, 
claiming that under its State charter it Is 
authorized to engage in the business with- 
out making any return to the city. If it 
wins, it will have a great advantage over 
the other companies. Under this state of 
facts I do not expect we will receive a satis- 
factory bid.’’ 

This objection is met in the new ordinance 
by the provision that the right to furnish 
electricity to private parties for light, heat 
and power free of the payment of the 5 per 
cent shall be included in the contract as a 
consideration thereof in part payment for 
the work to be done. 

There is a clause in the present contract 
with the Ed'‘son lDluminating Company 
which gives the city the right to purchase 
the plant. President McMath was asked 
Monday why the city did not purchase it. 

He said it would be of no use to the 
city. Neither in location nor equipment 
was it what the city wanted. 

“If the plant was disabled by fire or 
other calamity the ‘city would be in dark- 
ness for a long time. If the city goes into 
the business there will be two plants—one 
‘n the central northern district and one 
in the central southern. They will both 
have the most modern equipment.” 

Othe: members of the Board are favor- 
ably disposed toward municipal ownership.

It would appear from the tenor of Tues- 
day morning's dispatches that this famous 
case, which has engrossed the attention of 
the base ball magnates for over a year, 
and has been the means of drawing the 
attention of the public at large to the weak- 
ness of the reserve rule, which club own- 
ers claim is the keystone of the entire 
league fabric, is ended. Upon exactly what 
basis the settlement was concluded is not 
made public, neither Rusie nor his attor- 
neys being willing to talk, but from the 
vigor and tenacity with which they have 
prosecuted the'r cage it is certain that about 
all the'r demands have been complied with. 
It does not appear to what extent Pres!i- 
dent Freedman of the Giants has figured in 
bringing his recalcitrant catapult back into 
the New York camp, but from the persist- 
ent manner in which he disciplined the big 
pitcher during the year just passed, it is 
an easy surmise that Freedman had very 
little hand in it, and it !s reasonably cer- 
tain that when the facts of the deal are 
made public it will be found that the mag- 
nates who recentiy had a conference in 
New York over this case were the prime 
factors 'n bringing about its adjustment. 

The cause of Rus’e’s refusing to play ball 
during the season of 189 was the insistence 
of the Glants’ management that he should 
pay a fine levied upon him for an alleged 
use of intoxicants. Rusie claimed the fine 
was unjust and refused to join the team un- 
til he had received the money which was 
withheld out of his salary in payment of it. 
Freedman would not recede from the posi- 
tion he had taken, now would he permit his 
pitcher to go to another club. 

Rusie then put his case in the hands of 
attorneys and they opened a vigorous war 
upon the reserve rule, which permitted the 
manager of a team to fokce a player to play 
with a team which had reserved his services 


or remain idie. The assault upon the reserve 
rule naturally brought the remainder of the 
club owners into the fight for their own

ate galleries of the Board of Trade were 
packed with interested spectators. But they 
were disappointed. For the first time since 
last Thursday traders had foreign markets 
to assist them, and they were watched nar- 
rowly.

NOTORIOUS TRAIN ROBBER HAS 
TURNED POLICE SPY. 


NOW A “FRIEND OF SOCIETY.” 


He Appeals for Pardon Principally on 
the Ground That He Turned 
Up Murderer Holmes.

Marion C. Hedgepeth, the train robber, 
wants a pardon. He feels that he-has done 
enough for society s#.nce his incarceration 
to have earned his freedom. An applica- 
tion in his behalf is shortly to be made to 
Gov. Stephens, and some of the names ac- 
companying it are said to be of considerable 
influence. 

Still Hedgepeth’s crime was such that 
few believe the Governor will consent to 
pardon him. The prejudice er een

there. Wilson was electrocuted a couple of 
years ago in Syracuse, N. Y., for the murder 
of Detective Hart. 

Hedgepeth was convicted and sentenced 
at. St. Charles, where the case was taken 
on a change of venue. He defended him- 
self. He had aapages Marshall McDonald 
to defend him, but having gotten into @ 
row with him, discharged him and went it 
alone. The evidence was such, however, 
that no man could have saved him. 

It was while Hedgepeth was lodged in 
the St. Louis jail pending his eppeal to the 
Supreme Court that he gave the informa- 
tion which led to the unfolding of H. H 
Holmes’ terrible career of crime. Holmes 
had been running a drug store on North 
Market street in this city and had been 
arrested for trying to carry off the stock, 
oy ean practically belonged to the whole- 
salers. 

In jail he became acquainted with Hedge- 
eth and told him of a plot which he and 

eitezel—whom he afterwards murdered— 
had entered into whereby they were to de- 
fraud the Fidelity Mutual Life Insurance 
Company of Philadelphia out of $10,000. 

Hedgepetb also implicated Jeptha Howe, 
a young attorney associated with Marshall 
McDonald. but Howe cleared himself. The 
fact that Howe was associated with Mc- 
Donald has been cited to show that Hedge- 
peth deliberately sought to entangle him in 
the job. 

It was this lead which resulted in the 
arrest of Holmes, the discovery that he had 
murdered Pelitezel “and a score of other 
victims. Holmes paid for his crimes by 
death on the gallows as the result of the 
information Hedgepeth gave to Chief Harri- 


n. 
*Hedaebeth realized that this would be a 
strong lever to work with on the Governor 
so he wrote to F. G. Fouse, president of the 
Fidelity Company, asking him to intercede 
with Gov. Stephens. Mr. Fouse replied ina 
very nice letter strongly recommending the 
pardon. 

Among other reasons for the pardon the 
petition cites the fact that that Hedgepeth 
saved the life of Louis Ullmer in the St. 
Louis jail. Ullmer tried to kill himself by 
jumping from an upper tier of cells. Hedge- 
peth caught him in his arms. The fact that 
since he has been in the penitentiary he 
frustrated a plot of the prisoners to escape 
is also urged in his favor. 

Mrs. Hedgepeth is still living in St. Louis. 
She is devoted to her husband and has been 
working steady to secure his release. She 
has strong hopes that Chiefs Harrigan and 
Desmond will eventually recommend that he 
be pardoned, but they are both as yet non- 
committal on the point. 


SHOT AT A POLICEMAN. 


Madge Ray Goes to a Colored Ball, 
Then Celebrates. 


Madge Ray, known in the burnt district 
as Jane Gillespie, was once proud of her 
position in society at Elgin, Ill. She is a 
pretty brunette whose dissipation has only 
sullied her speech and crimsoned- her 
morals. She attended the ball given by the 
‘400 Club,” a swell colored organization, at 
the Natatorium Monday night. 

Madge associated with the leaders of the 
function, swilled beer like a Republican 
candidate for Mayor, and when dawn brcke 


of justice by telling what he knows. His 
actions in this respect have been known 
for some time. After he turned up Holmes, 
the multi-murderer in the St. Louis jail, all 
the prisoners became suspicious of him’ and 
trusted him with no secrets. 

Since he has been in Jefferson City he has 
been called the St. Louis police telephone. 
He is said to have kept Harrigan and Des- 
mond posted on all the inside information 
floating around among the 
thieves in the penitentiary. A great many 
valuable tips can be obtained in this way 
and Hedgepeth in offering his services for 
the job, evidently hoped to increase his fa- 
vor with the powers that be, with a view to 
BOme day being pardoned. 

Hedgepeth was sentenced to twenty-five

It was a desperate job well 
done by a gang of clever men, but Hedge- 
Peth’s part in it was not such as to give 
him any special prominence. He has some- 
times been called the ‘‘Prince of Train Rob- 
bers,’ but he scarcely deserved the title, for 
the Glendale job was the only one of im- 
portance that. he ever participated in. 

Hedgepeth was a newspaper train robber.

His reputation was made more by little cir- 
cumstances connected with the case, which 
were of special newspaper interest, than 
any real daring or ability at crooked work. 
He was not nearly so bad a man as Dink 
Wilson or Jimmy Francis, as their violent 
deaths eince have attested, and the fact 
that he has become a spy shows that he has 
not the stubborn, suffering courage of 
Adelbert Sly, who pleaded guilty to partici- 
pation in the robbery and got twenty years. 

Hedgepeth made a hard fight for liberty, 
but after he had been convicted he col- 
lapsed. He became the “friend of society.” 
He aces on his associates to gain favor 
with his jailers. While this is a part in life 
which some must, of necessity perform, no 
am adimires the character of those who do 


Hedgepeth had a wife and it wa e - 
votion to him and the fact that mt, Bae 
all the movements of the gang that brought 
him into prominence in the newspapers.

QF HIS RIVAL. 


“BUTTERCUP” BRENNAN AS- 
SAULTS JOHN GAZZOLLO. 


ROW WAS OVER A WOMAN. 


Gazzollo’s Friends Wanted to Take 
Brennan Away From Detective 
Tracey and Beat Him. 


John Gazollo, son of a wealthy West End 
resident, was attacked at Eighth and Olive 
streets at 9 p. m. Sunday by Tom Brennan. 
Brennan was armed with a dirk knife with 
a blade six inches long, and so mutilated 
his victim that at the City Hospital he was 
not recognizable. 

Detective Tom Tracey arrested Brennan, 
He took his prisoner to the police station 
and delivered him to the authorities there, 
requesting that he be held until Gazollo 
could preter charges against him. 

Monday the twenty hours allowed by law 
in which a prisoner can be held without 
a charge expired. Gazollo. was unable to 
zet to the Four Courts, so that Brennan 
was turned out. 

While Tracey waw holding Brennan, wait- 
ing for a patrol wagon, he was attacked 
by a crowd of bookmakers and gamblers 
which infest Eighth street, and it became 
necessary for him to draw his revolver to 
protect his prisoner. The crowd wanted to 
get hold of Brennan, and punish him as 
Gazollo was their friend. 

Brennan is known among the women of 
the ‘“‘Lava Beds” as “Buttercup’’ and to 
the same sirens Gazollo is known as “Pret- 
ty Boy,” because he is remarkably good 
looking. 

The two were rivals for the affections of 

the sarne woman. Saturday night Gazollo 
and his money were in favor with the 
woman and their association was distaste- 
ful to Brennan. Brennan met Gazollo at 
Eighth and Olive streets at 9 p. m. Sunday 
and commenced a tirade of abuse upon 
him. 
Gazollo retaliated by striking Brennan 
in the face. Brennan drew a long-bladed 
dirk knife from his coat pocket and in a 
few seconds Gazollo’s handsome face was 
sliced into ribbons. 

Brennan retreated down Eighth street, 
Detective Tracey, who was at the Chemical 
Building, heard the cries for help and 
started for Brennan. 

The latter had reached Henry Berry’s 8a- 
loon at Bighth and Pine streets. He darted 
in the front door and concealed himself ina 
sitting room in the rear. 

Tracey followed the crowd into the saloon 
and broke through the ring of men who were 
trying to get Brennan from under a table. 
prennee was holding them at bay with his 
knife, 

The detective drew his revolver and Bren- 
nan dropped the knife and came out from 
under the table. Tracey sent a man to tele- 
phone for a patrol wagon and took Brennan 
out of the saloon onto Eighth street. 

The hundreds of pool-room touts and book- 
makers that infest that district were gath- 
ering about. 

An acquaintance brought Gazollo down 
from.Olive street and when the crowd saw 
his butchered face they made for Brennan. 
Tracey held to him and they were forced up 
to the wall of the building. 

Tracey drew his revolver and holding it 
above the head of the mob told them he 
would shoot the first man who laid his hand 

e prisoner. 
on nhe crows backed away, but the detec- 
tive kept his ere. in sight until the 
rol wagon arrived. 
anae was put in the-front end of the 
wagon and Gazollo the _ rear. Gazollo 
was dropped at the City Dispensary, 
where his wounds were iven a tem. 
porary dressing, after which he was 
sent to the City Hospital in an ambulance, 

Brennan was locked up at the Central 
Police Station. 

Word was sent to Gazollo’s parents and 
Monday morning the wounded man was 
removed to his home from the hospital. 

While his wounds are not fatal they will 
disfigure him for Ife.

THROUGH BILLS OF LADING. 


They Have Tangled Two St. Louis As- 
sociations in a Bitter War and 
Hard Words Are Being Used. 


The St. Louls Team Owners’ Association 
met Monday night and passed resolutions 
against the Manufacturers’ Association's 
effort to secure a St. Louts bill of lading, 
which will “absorb the bridge arbitrary but 
not the charge.” 

The following circular was ordered printed 
for distribution among shippers: 

ST. LOUIS BILLS OF LADING. 

On April 11, 1897, there appeared in the 
city papers a statement that the “bridge 
optional question is finally laid at rest,” 
which without a doubt is intended for the 
bridge arbitrary question. This article was 
signed by J. W. Van Cleve, Chairman of 
Traffic Committee, and Tom L. Cannon, 


Secretary of Manufacturers’ Association. 

In this article these gentlemen acknowl- 
edge that up to this time they have been 
groping in the dark. Now, let us see for 
what octopus they are actually working. It 
is impossible that the St* Louls Manufact- 
urers should object te store door delivery, 
if such could be made to their advantage.
